The North German steamer Lahn, which arrived at New York on Feb. 7th, reports 
having passed an enormous iceberg, estimated to be 1,000 feet long, and 200 feet high. 

The White Star steamer Germanic, which arrived at Queenstown on Feb. 2ist, from 
New York, reports icebergs dangerous to navigation in the track of the Atlantic liners. 

Influenza is working havoc in the city of Mexico, where the daily average of deaths is 
125. interred, as the demand 
for coffins is in excess of the supply. 

Fearful hurricanes are reported to have mies the Chinese coast at the latter end 
ef January. A thousand fishing boats were blown out to sea, and many of them lost; 
and it is believed that fully 3,000 fishermen were drowned. 


The official returns of the Volunteer force for the past year, just issaed, show that the 
total number enrolled on the Ist November last was 224,02], or 2,448 less than a year 
previously. The efficients numbered 216,999, or 3,125 less; the non-efficients had in- 
creased from 6,345 to 7,022. The mounted Volunteers showed a total of only 235, all in 
Scotland; and even that small return showed a decrease of two. 

The news is confirmed that leprosy is increasing in New Caledonia, and that about 
3,000 aborigines have been attacked. Two Lazar houses have been run up, one on Goat 
Island, and the other on Dead Men’s Peak. Some convicts living in huts have also been 
attacked. Mdlle. Louise Michel thinks of going to attend them. She says that what 
.surprises her is that the convicts are not the greatest sufferers. ee 

The dam confining the water in a large reservoir at Walnut Grove, Arizona, has given 
way in consequence of the pressure against it, aud a vast flood has swept through the 
low country near, carrying everything before it. Forty persons are known to have been 
drowned, and property to the value of nearly a million dollars destroyed. The town of 
Wickenburg, thirty miles from the scene of the — was threatened, and mast of 
the inhabitants fled. | 

Raleigh (N. C.) Friday, Feb. 21.—Thalnegroes of Rocky Mount are greatly incensed 
at the opposition offered by the white population to the negro exodus to the West, and 
have conspired to burn the town. On Sunday, Monday, and Tuesday last, some of the 
largest buildings in the place were burned down, and the troops had to be called out to 
protect the property of the citizens. A number of shops were burned, the estimated loss 
being half a million dollars. The fires have been traced to an incendiary. 

The testing of the Forth Bridge by the Board of Trade officials was completed on the 
20th ult. The tests, which extended over three days, show the structure to be the 
strongest and stiffest railway bridge yet built, and capable of accommodating the heaviest 

traffic. With ordinary steel girder bridges the deflection is equivalent to three-quarters 
of an inch for every 100 feet, but with the Forth Bridge the deflection will be little more 
than half that amount. If sufficient locomotives to cover the bridge were available, the 
deflection caused by the transit of 220 locomotives, weighing 16,000 tons, would be only 
five-eights of an inch per hundred feet of span. Such a bridge is far stronger than a 
bridge of masonry, and amply fulfils the Board of Trade requirements, 
New York, Feb. 20.—A fearful hailstorm, accompanied by severe thunder and light- 
ning, has occurred in Indiana and Illinois, being felt with intense severity at Brazil, 
Indiana, where much damage was done.

OUR EMIGRATION. 
As the season is fast approaching for our emigration to commence, we may 
expect the usual misrepresentations from newspapers and others on both 
sides of the Atlantic. Why this opposition to the Saints’ emigration? This 
is a difficult question to answer; not even those who are the most forward in 
their opposition having ever yet given a substantial reason for it. Some even 
go so far as to request Parliament to put a stop to the Latter-day Saints’ 
emigration. Notably was this the case with the Manchester Courter a few 
weeks ago; it claiming that young girls were induced to emigrate to Utah for 
immoral purposes, but this theory was tully exploded by the facts that were 
published in the Star of Jan. 27th, proving conclusively from actual statis- 
. tics, that fewer young women emigrated than any other class of people. 
Again, it has been alleged that our missionaries hold out the inducement 
to the poor and ignorant, that they will better their circumstances by going 
to Utah, which statement also is entirely erroneous, as the very opposite is 
the case. Our Elders invariably tell the people, that if they go for that pur- 
pose they will be disappointed; and if they go there for any other object than 
a love of the Gospel, and a desire to live righteously with the Saints of God, 
they will surely be dissatisfied, and will fail in their anticipations. This has 
been demonstrated in so many instances, that the missionaries have good 
grounds for advising the people as they do on these points. 
The Elders leave their homes for the express purpose of preaching the 
Gospel, and not as emigration agents. They tell the people that God has 
again spoken from the heavens; they call all men to repentance, and advise 
them to seek salvation, and warn them to flee to Zion, before His righteous 
judgments are poured out upon the nations; they do not come as emissaries of 
sparsely settled countries, holding out inducements to people to come and 
buy their land, and settle up their waste places. It requires a sacrifice to 
leave country, relatives, and friends, to gather to Zion, and live there—that 
only Saints can perform. When the people accept the Gospel, there is no 
- necessity for the Elders holding out any inducement to them to emigrate, for 
the spirit of gathering immediately follows the acceptance of the Gospel. 
The only question then is, not as to whether they shall go or not, but how 
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they are to get there? This fact is testified to by thousands of the Saints, 
both in this land and in the valleys of Utah, and it is a mighty testimony to

It is true that there are peculiarities about our emigration, which are little 
understood by the world at large. These peculiarities are, the desire of our 
people to emigrate, and the great success that has attended their emigration 
and colonization. This, when contrasted with other similar attempts, stands 
out in bold relief as the most successful of all. But instead of receiving the 
credit, which is justly due them, that very success seems to have exasperated 
the narrow-minded bigots of the age. The Saints claim no credit for their 
success, it belongs to Almighty God, and to Him they freely ascribe it. It is. 
His work. He has’set His hand to gather His people from the four quarters 
of the earth, just as He predicted through the mouths of. His ancient pro- 
phets, and these are the means He is using to fulfill these ancient prophecies. 
If our Christian friends, who are so full of anathemas against the devoted 
Saints, and who invoke the strong arm of the government to prevent them 
emigrating, would read their Bibles and believe ‘them, they would then under- 
stand the work of God that is going on, and be able to see that the things 
which Moses, Nehemiah, Jeremiah, Isaiah, Ezekiel, and all the prophets 
testified would take place in the latter days, are being actually fulfilled in the 
generation in which we live; but they are raising their tiny hands and futile 
pens to endeavor to thwart the purposes of Jehovah. 

For their edification, they should read such passages as the following, and 
compare them with the emigration of the Saints, and their efforts to build up 
the kingdom of God in these latter days : : 

But in the last days it shall come to pass, that the mountain of the house of 
the Lord shall be established in the top of the mountains, and shall be 
exalted above the hills ; and the people shall flow untoit. And many nations 
shall come, and say, Come, let us go up to the mountain of the Lord, and to 
the house of the God of Jacob ; and he will teach us of His ways, and we 
will walk in His paths: for the law shall go forth of Zion, and the word of 
the Lord from Jerusalem (Micah i, 1, 2). | 

And he will lift up an ensign to the nations from far, and will hiss unto them 
from the end of the earth: and, behold they shall come with speed swiftly 
(Isaiah v, 26). | 

As I live, saith the Lord God, surely with a mighty band, and with a 
stretched out arm, and with fury poured out, will I rule over you: And I 
will bring you out from the people, and will gather you out of the countries 
wherein ye are scattered, with a mighty a8 and with a stretched out arm, 
and with fury poured out. And I will bring you into the wilderness uf the 
people, and there will I plead with you face to face. Like as I pleaded with 
your fathers in the wilderness of the land of Egypt, so will I plead with you, 
saith the Lord God. And I will cause you to pass under the rod, and I will 


bring you into the bond of the covenant : And I will purge out from amon 
you the rebels, and them that transgress against me: I will bring them for 


out of the country where they sojourn, and they shall not enter into the land 
of Israel: and ye shall know that I am the Lord (Ezekiel xx, 34-38). 

Turn, O backsliding children, saith the Lord; for [ am married unto you: 
and I will take you one of a city, and two of a family, and I will bring you to 
Zion: And I will give you pastors according to mine heart, which feed 
you with knowledge and understanding (Jer. iii, 14, 15). 


They shall ask the way to Zion with their faces thitherward, saying, Come, 
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let us join 3 to the Lord in a perpetual covenant that shall not be tor. 
gotten (Jer. I, 5). 

If these passages do not faithfully and plainly portray the identical work 
that is now being done by the Almighty in gathering His scattered Israel, 
then we do not understand the English language. It cannot be claimed that 
these prophecies refer to things that have already taken place, because no 
such event has ever occurred in the world’s history. If admitted that they 
have not been fulfilled, then is not the present as propitious a time for their 
fulfilment as any other? But besides the great similarity that exists between 
the events that are now transpiring in connection with the great Latter-day. 
work, and the predictions of the ancient prophets, there is the living testimony 
of thousands of Saints who boldly testify before God, angels, and men, that 
THEY KNOW that this is the very identical gathering, church, and A e 
that was spoken of by the prophets of God in ancient times. 


These evidences are incontrovertible and will hereafter stand as mighty 
witnesses to condemn the ungodly and unbelieving of this generation. It 
will be well for those who have in the past, maligned and persecuted the 
Saints, and sought to prevent them gathering to Zion, to ponder over these 
things and be careful that they are not found fighting against the Almighty, 
by raising their puny hands, to prevent the fulfilment of the prophecies, and 
of Jehovah’s designs. 

In the meantime the Saints will continue on in the even tenor of their way, 
regardless of the acts of mortal men, or even governments ; well knowing it 
is God's work they are engaged io, and that He is fully able to take care of it, 
and defend them from all their enemies. W. H.
